— PWlretire themſelues and be diſ-banded, could not bee ſo caſily gathered to- 
gether againe, as the netellity ol their Serulte doth require; Our expꝛeſſe pleaſure therefoze is, 
and Wee doe hereby ſtraitiy charge and command, That no Souldier, which was imploped in 
any ofthole Ships, vpon their arriuall in any Poꝛt ot this Our Realme, oꝛin anp part ot Our 
Domintons , ſhall depart from his Colours, oz be diſcharged from his Seruice, vntill wee ſhall 
fignifie Our Royall plealure, when, and how we will vſe their further Seruice : And this to bee 
ſtrictly obſerued andobeyed by all, whome it may concerne, vpon paine ofthe ſeuereſt Puniſh- 
ments, Penalties , and Fozfeitures, which by the Lawes and Statutes ofthis Dur Realme, 
oz by Our P2erogatine Royall tan be inflicted vpon the Offenders.
